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It  is  the  semi-serious  fashion  of  these  days  to  divide  American  culture  into  three 
types:  Low-brow  —  he  drinks  beer,  likes  hill-billy  music,"  and  salivates  over  calendar 
art;  Middle-brow  —  a  soul  who  drinks  bourbon,  listens  to  swing  music,  and  belongs  to 
a  middling  book-club;  and  High-brow,  the  man  who  sips  red  wine,  listens  to  Buxtehude, 
and  reads  little  literary  magazines.  This  essentially  inane  categorization  is  true  by  de- 
fault; that  is,  it  is  generally  accepted  for  lack  of  a  better.  But  there  is  a  better,  not 
limited  by  some  standard  that  perceives  people  as  stereotypes  of  a  class  for  reason  of 
their  liquor  or  magazine  tastes. 

This  better  division  hinges  upon  each  individual's  attitude  toward  the  present  war 
on  the  mind.  In  the  last  five  years  this  war  has  been  continuing  without  let  in  every 
area  of  social  action.  Intellect  in  politics  has  now  become  a  liability;  scholarship  brought 
to  bear  on  national  problems  is  politically  suspect.  And  in  general,  mind  has  somehow 
become  associated  in  public  opinion  with  subversion,  and  as  such  has  lost  in  great 
measure  its  social  function. 

No  one  need  be  told  that  mindlessness  in  time  of  crisis  is,  for  both  the  nation  and 
the  individual,  fatal.  No  country  has  solved  a  single  problem  by  burning  its  books  and 
rendering  its  intellectuals  impotent  or  setting  up  a  category  of  irrelevance  called  "high- 
brow". Things  have  not  reached  such  a  state  yet;  but,  judging  from  the  conduct  of  some 
of  our  public  figures,  the  possibility  is  not  indifferently  remote. 

KPFA  does  not  think  of  itself  as  "highbrow",  split  from  the  huge,  real  mass  of  the 
population.  Rather,  the  station  finds  itself  in  the  middle  of  that  war  which  is  splitting 
public  opinion  between  those  who  believe  that  man  has  important  choices  to  make  and 
those  who  are  cynical  or  fanaticxabout  human  chances.  If  KPFA  is  "with"  anything,  it 
is  clearly  on  the  side  of  those  who  believe  in  the  mind  and  who  endeavor  to  make 
responsible  mentality  more  socially  effective. 

It  has  never  been  felt  at  the  station  that  the  height  of  a  listener's  brow  is  a  tenth 
as  significant  as  what  goes  on  underneath.
